86 PASSENGERS ARE RESCUED 
AFTER SHIP GOES ON ROCKS 


They Are Transferred to Destroyer 
From Lifeboats in Alaskan 
Waters. 

JUNEAU, Alaska, July 26.—Safe- 
ly transferred from the Alaska 
liner Northwestern, after it had 
struck a rock early yesterday and 
grounded at Eagle River, the 86 
passengers were brought here by 
the U. S. S. Destroyer Trevor. No 
one was reported hurt. 

On cruise in the vicinity, the Tre- 
vor raced to the scene after hear- 
ing wireless messages of the plight 
of the Northwestern, which hit off 
Sentinel Island, 25 miles north of 
Juneau, at 3 a. m., in a heavy fog, 
the vessel’s officers reported. With- 
in a short time it was beached 
nearby. 

The passengers were removed to 
the lifeboats, Capt. John Livingston 
messaged, for fear the ship might 
list as the waters receded, but on 
arrival of the Trevor, they were 
taken aboard. 

A later message from Capt. Liv- 
ingstan said the crew was able to 
keep the ship dry with pumps, and 
he expected to be able to float it 
within a day or so and proceed to 
Seattle under its own power. 


s| RUSSIAN CAPTAIN T0 BE SHOT 


FOR LOSS OF 98 LIVES ON BOAT 


Blamed for Overcrowding Craft on 
Volga—Aids Sent to 

Prison.

YAROSLAV, Russia, July 26.— 
Nicolai Andreev, captain of a little 
Volga River excursion boat which 
sank July 9, with a loss of 98 lives, 
was sentenced today to be shot for 
allowing the vessel to be over- 
crowded. 

His assistant, Leonid Kurakoff, 
was sentenced to 10 years’ impris- 
onment, and nine others received 
terms ranging from one to two 
years. | 

Their trial began soon after the 
launch, carrying locomotive shop 
workers and their families, went 
down in the Volga three miles from 
this city, 173 miles northeast of 
Moscow.

The effect of these 
writs, if issued, would be assump- 
tion of jurisdiction of the cases by 
the Court and hearings would be 
held later on the question of wheth- 
er peremptory or final writs should 
be issued. 

Brown Repected Petitions.

over a six months’ period, or not 
more than 40 in any one week, for 
other ship-building and repairing. 

The minimum pay for labor ex- 
cept apprentices, learners and cas- 
ual workers is set at 45 cents an 
hour in the north and 35 cents in 
the south. 

Administrator Johnson ended 
ehree days of hearings on an oil 
code by informing the nation’s oil 
leaders that the industrial recov- 
ery administration would write for 
submission to them a code for the 
production and refining end of the 
business. Johnson set up a com- 
mittee of representatives of various 
oil factioos, with Phillip Kemp, one 
of his assistants, as the chairman, 
with instructions to start. their 
work tonight. 

Capital and Labor. 

In the meantime, the recovery 
administration is showing solicitude 
for relations between capital and 
labor. Reports of strikes, actual 
or threatened, and of widespread 
discharges of union sympathizers 
have caused both Johnson and his 
chief counsel, Donald Richberg, to 
advise against “sniping and suspi- 
cion” and unfair activity by either 
side. 

Richberg, an outstanding cham- 
pion of labor’s causes, has moved 
to quiet workers’ fears by assuring 
them that the industrial law’s guar- 
antee of right to organize cannot 
be modified by any code, that com- 
panies will not be permitted to pre- 
scribe unions limited to their plants 
and that it is only just, now that 
concerns may bind themselves in 
industrial groups, that their work- 
ers shall likewise organize throug) 
out each trade. } 

This is regarded as of particular 
importance, since the steel indits- 
try’s code, due for a hearing next 
week, proposes to prescribe a com- 
pany union organization with final 
appeals in disputes decided by the 
head of the firm, and the major 
code submitted by the coal indus- 
try is expected to do likewise. 
Codes for Men’s Clothing Industry 

Submitted. 

Two groups of the men’s clothing 
industry have submitted wage in- 
creases, hour limiting proposals, 
both calling for the 40-hour week 
and minimum weekly wages of 35 
cents an hour in the North and 
32% cents in the South. The pro- 
posed codes differ on collective bar- 
gaining and “policing” provisions. 

“You have the opportunity,” John- 
son told the clothing men, “to get 
away from abuses hurtful to the 
workers, manufacturers and the 
people who buy. We have the worst 
unemployment situation the coun- 
try has ever known. We must not 
overlook the fact that ‘stabilization 
of the industries is also important. 
You are taking the cherry at one 
bite instead of two.” 

Johnson reminded them the hear- 
ings were not battle grounds, but

them.” The second code specifies 
that a factory or shop not be op- 
erated more than one 40-hour shift 
a week and that satisfactory work- 
ing conditions be provided. 

The National Association of 
Nurses’, Maids’ and Women’s Apron 
and Uniform Manufacturers today 
submitted a code. The maximum 
weekly hour limit was set at 40 
with allowance for 44 hours dur- 
ing the peak season if the yéarly 
average of 40 hours is not dis- 
turbed. Salesmen, office help, 
watchmen and like groups are ex- 
cepted. Minimum wages would be 
$12 a week on the basis of 30 cents 
an hour in the North and 11.27% 
in the South, with an $8 a week 
rate based on 20 cents an hour for 
apprentices during their first six 
months. The proposal bans child 
labor under 16 years of age. 


Codes for N. R. A. Label on Dresses 

and t Racketeering. 
NEW YORK, July 26.—The code 
of the Affiliated Dress Manufac- 
turers, Inc., to be presented to

Program Calls for Curtailing 
Production by 2,090,000,000 
Pounds Next Year. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 26.—The remova! 
of 500,000,000 pounds of pork and 
allied products from the market 
before next Jan. 1 and a curtail- 
ment of two billion pounds in pro- 
‘duction next year is the objective 
of a group of experts for attaining 
a parity price level. 

Meeting yesterday, the National 
Corn and Hog Committee, com- 
posed of 25 members from 10 Mid- 


western states worked out a five- 
point program for submission to 
Washington. Due to the lateness of 
the season, the committee passed 
over the corn _ situation without 
making any recommendations. 

Farmers, the committee said, 
would be paid benefits for market- 
ing their light pigs and piggy sows, 
thus reducing the 1934 hog supply. 

In order to put the program into 
operation and to cover resulting 
losses, the committee provided for 
a processing tax on pork and com- 
peting products. 

Other points of the plan, in addi- 
tion to the payment of benefits to 
farmers and the levying of the 
processing tax on all hogs marketed 
at weights over 235 pounds are: 

The sale or donation of pork to 
relief agencies on agreement that 
their normal purchase of meat 
would not be reduced; conversion of 
low-grade hogs and products into 
tankage and their lard, if necessa- 
ry, into soap, and by an increase in 
exports. 


The conference recommended any 
price improvement to the farmer be 
not pyramided by processor and 
distributer in the price‘to the con- 
sumer. It also would remove such 
restrictions on processors imposed 
by Government regulation as are 
shown to interfere with economy of 
operation. 

Earl C. Smith, president of the 
Illinois Agriculture Association, 
presided at the session and indorsed 
the action. 


CUBAN AMBASSADOR SEEKS 
INCREASE IN SUGAR QUOTA 


Declares U. 8S. Has More to Gain 
Than His Own Country 
by Change. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, July 26. — De- 
claring the United States has more 
to gain than his own country, Cu- 
ban ‘Ambassador Oscar R. Cintas 
yesterday renewed his fight for a 
tariff decrease and quota increase 
on Cuban sugar imported into the 
United States. 

Calling at the State Department, 
Cintas told Acting Secretary Phil- 
lips the Cuban quota, contained in 
the sugar code.now before the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion, was too low, and would be of 
little benefit to the Cuban people.

FOR GAS COMPANY 


‘Thousands of Acres Being Plowed Under in 
the Southern States—Government 
Pays For Loss. 


Washington U. Economist 
Does Not Think Rates 
Should Be Reduced. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
Hearings on the application of the 
city of St. Louis for an immedi- 
ate reduction of 20 per cent in do- 
mestic gas rates of the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. were resumed to- 
day before the Public Service Com- 
mission. Further testimony, on 
behalf of the company, was that 
existing gas rates should not be 
reduced, because the trend of gen- 
eral commodity prices was upward 

toward their former levels. 

Prof. George W. Stephens, head 
of the economics department of 
Washington University, testified 
that in view of the present price 
trend he did not think there was a 
sound reason for reduction of util- 
ity rates, although he conceded the 
level of utility rates during the pe- 
riod of depression has been higher 
than the level of general commod- 
ity prices. 

Former Supreme Judge W. T. 
Ragland of Jefferson City, of coun- 
sel for the company, asked Prof. 
Stephens if he believed there was 
any sound reason, in his opinion 
as an economist and in view of 
the present rising price trend, for a 
reduction in utility rates, because 
commodity prices had declined. Ste- 
phens said that with those qualifi- 
cations, “I should say there is not.” 

Cross- by Hay. 

City Counselor Hay, on cross-ex- 
amination, asked Prof. Stephens if 
it was not true that “all through 
this depression period utility rates 
have towered like a mountain peak 
above other commodity prices.” 

Prof. Stephens replied that “the 


general utility rates have been 
above the prevailing commodity 
prices.” 


Hay read into the record statistics 
prepared by Government agencies, 
that with the 1926 level of prices as 
a basis of 100, the level of general 
commodity prices last April was 
58.5, while the level of gas rates at 
the same time compared to 1926 
was 97.5. 

Expects Higher Prices. 

Prof. Stephens testified that the 
trend of general commodity prices 
was upward, due in a measure to 
the recovery program of the WNa- 
tional Administration, and the in- 
dications were for a continuation 
of this rise. He estimated there 
had been an increase of about 10 
per cent since last March. He said 
the increase, compared to March, 
might reach but probably ‘would 
not exceed 50 per cent by the end 
of the year. 

His testimony was limited to the 
general field of commodity prices. 
On further cross-examination ‘ he 
said he had not made a special 
study of prices in the utility field 
or those particularly concerning 
the property of the gas company. 
He said, however, that the utility 
field would be affected by many 
of the advances in the general com- 
modity field such as prices of coal, 
steel, iron and by advances in la- 
bor costs. 


RULES PLEDGED COTTON MUST 
BE “COMPLETELY DESTROYED” 


Administrators Require Special Per- 
mit for Use of Young Crop 
for Hay. 
WASHINGTON, July 2°.—Farm 
administrators sa:d today that cot- 
ton farmers agreeing to destroy 
portions of their crop will be re- 


‘| quired to destroy the cotton “com- 


pletely” with one exception. 

It is that in event the crop is 
young and green and sti]l far from a 
stage where it is developing bolls, 
farmers who desire can cut the crop 
— hay to be fed on their own 
arms, ‘providing they have special 
permission from county agents. 

Administrators will not permit 
maturing cotton to be cut for fod- 
der or litter where the bolls have 
developed to.a point where the 
farmer might be tempted to pick 
the cotton later. 
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Cotton Crops 


By the Associated Press. 
ATLANTA, Ga., July 26.—Plows 
are turning under thousands of 


acres of, growing cotton in the 
South which has begun to fulfill 
its pledge to President Roosevelt 
to remove approximately 3,500,000 
bales from production. 

Farmers from Virginia to the 
far Western fields of Texas, receiv- 
ing their permits, are destroying 
portions of their chief cash / crop 
to make way for another crop good, 
for the farm table and for feed for 
livestock. 

In some states the destruction is 
not widespread, but in all of them 
there are some farmers who have 
received authorization and have 
taken the field to eliminate their 
pledged acreage. Throughout the 
cotton belt the destruction is ex- 
pected to be in full swing this 
week. 

Farmers who have agreed to the 
réduction will be paid for their 
acreage eliminated by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace as soon as he 
has received certification from a 
recognized authority that the work 
has been done. 

From Washington came the news 
that farm administrators had ex- 
tended for one year the period in 
which farmers who obtain options 
on cotton under the acreage re- 
duction plan can order the staple 


covered by their option contract 
sold. 

Under contracts with growers, 
who agreed to cut their acreage 
from 25 to 50 per cent, about 60 
per cent of them will obtain op- 
tions on an aggregate of more 
than 2,000,000 bales of Government- 
owned cotton. Originally their 
contracts provided that they must 
take up these options by May 1. 
1984. 

The modification of the con- 
tracts ordered at Washington will 
permit farmers to withhold the ex- 
ercise of the options until May 1, 
1935, but those who hold after May 
1, 1934, will be required to pay a 
carrying charge of 40 cents per 
month per bale. 

Administrators took this action 
to give farmers greater latitude 
and also ‘to aid in preventing the 
cotton market from being  bur- 
dened with the sale of this cotton 
within less than a year’s time. 

Farmers who agreed to destroy 
a part of their crop had a choice 
of two contracts with the Govern- 
ment, under one, the Government 
paying them dll cash or part cash 
and part in options on Government- 
owned cotton. Growers are to re- 
ceive about $100,000,000 in cash for 
the elimination of approximately 
10,000,000 acres. The Government 
wall pay 2s high as $20 an acre for 


cotton destroyed in some instances, 


depending upon the yield of thé 
land.

C. A, throwing her 30 feet and 
inflicting injuries from which she 
died an hour later without re 
gaining consciousness. - 

Hit and seriously injured Her- 
bert Fisher, a pipe-fitter, 6344 
Minnie avenue, West Walnut 
Manor. 

Knocked down and hurt two 


Sideswiped a slowly moving 
southbound automobile. 

Careened against a parked two- 
ton mail truck which turned over 
and burst into flame. J 

Smashed a wheel against the 
curb on Eighth street near Pine. 
lurched to a stop and caught 
fire. 

Driver’s Theory of Crash. 

The sedan was driven by John 
Green, 34-year-old Negro, 3411 
Franklin avenue, who works in the 
Von Hoffmann Garage, 111 South 
Ninth street, when he is not acting 
as personal chauffeur for Bernard 
Von Hoffmann of the Von Hoff- 
mann Press. In the car were five 
persons connected with the Von 
Hofmann organization. Several of 
them were bruised, but none was 
hurt seriously. 

Green said he did not know “what 
happened to make the car go so 
fast, but something must have been 
broke.” At Police Headquarters, 
an hour later, he advanced the opin- 
ion that his foot had slipped off 
the brake pedal onto the accelera- 
tor and explained that he was 
crowded, since there were two 
passengers in the front seat with 
him. : 

The other two pedestrians hurt 
were Hugo ©, Krebs, traveling 
auditor for the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad, 5347 Devonshire avenue, | 
and William J. Werner, 2514 Gass 
avenue, Overland.

ROOOSEVELTS SPEECH 
TO STATE EXECUTIVE 


President Says Oil and Land 
Give Opportunities for Fed- 
eral Co-Operation. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 2.—Presi- 

dent Roosevelt, in a radio address 

across the continent last night to 


\the conference of governors at San 


Francisco, asserted that “one of the 
great problems before us” is “to 
determine the joint responsibilities 
of many great tasks” by the Fed- 
eral and atate governments. 

He cited the proposition of ail 
production control and develop- 
ments involving several states, such 
as the Tennessee gand Mississip>i 
valleys. 

The President’s address follows: 

“I send my greetings across many 
states to the conference of gover- 
nors assembled tonight. I wish I 
could meet with you and renew 
old and pleasant associations, cre- 
ated during the four years during 
which I was one of you. 

“I would like to recall that I was 
a member of the executive commit- 
tee of the conference of governors 
and that I attended all four meet- 
ings during my term of office as 
Governor of New York. I found 
then, and subsequent observation 
has confirmed my belief, that the 
governore’ conference is a vital and 
necessary organization. 

“I take this occasion to assure 
you of my deep appreciation of the 


co-operative spirit which you have/| 


recently shown in your resolution 
addressed to me. We are all en- 
gaged in the business of lifting 
this country from economic chaos 
and I congratulate you on the ef- 
forts that you are making. 

“I feet that one of the great 
problems before us is to adjust the 
balance between mutual state and 
Federal undertakings—to determine 


the joint responsibilities of many 
great tasks. I think we are making 


progress in this direction. There 


are many problems that extend be- 


yond the power of single states. 


I can use as illustrations two which 


happen to be in the foreground in 
Washington at this moment.

SHOE MEN CALL 
FOR QUIGK ACTION 
“ON BLANKET CODE 


Resolution Adopted at Meet- 
“ing Here for Manufactur- 


ers to Approve Plan by 
Aug. 15. 


A resolution recommending that 
shoe manufacturers comply with 
the President’s voluntary blanket 
recovery code as rapidly as possible 
and not later than August 15, was 
adopted yesterday at a meeting of 
shoe manufacturers at Hotel Stat- 
ler. Manufacturers from all sec¢- 
tions except the North Atlantic 
states were present, representing 
about 40 per cent of the American 
production. 

A code for the industry to be 
presented for approval as a trade 
agreement under the industrial 
control act, superseding the volun- 


tary code, provides for a 40-hour 
week and a minimum wage of 30 
cents an hour. 

Pay of shoe workers now is based 
in most cases on a 48-hour week. 
The code provides that” present 
wages shall be increased so that a 
reduction in working hours shall 
not result in a reduction in daily 
pay. 

However, until this code is ap- 
proved, the President’s blanket 
code will be complied with. Un- 
der it, working hours for factory 
employes must be restricted from 
August 31 to December 31 to 35 a 
week, except for any period of six 
weeks during which 40 hours may 
be worked. 

Minimum wages in the Presi- 
dent’s code are 30 cents an hour 
for factory workers whether the 
employe is paid by the hour or by 
piecework. For office employes 
the minimum is $14 to $15.a week 
in towns of more than 2500 popula- 
tion. 

Among St. Louis concerns who 
advised the President yesterday 
that they had put the terms of his 
code into effect or would do so im- 
mediately were: Missouri Portland 
Cement Co., Ralston Purina Co., Ely 
& Walker Dry Goods Co., Rice-Stix 
Dry Goods Co., Paris Medicine Co. 
and Corno Mills Co., East St. Louis. 
Retail commercial _ stationers, 
meeting yesterday at the American 
Hotel Annex, approved a code with 
labor provisions almost identical 
with that of the President’s blanket 
code. William Schmiederer is 
chairman of the Code Committee. 
Edgar M. Queny, president of the 
Monsanto Chemical Co., said it had 
put a 40-hour wek into effect sev- 
eral months ago and that wages 
never had been lowered below the 
1929 level. 

Representatives of St. Louis hat

New York Giants for Frank Frisch 
and Jimmy Ring. 

Traded to Boston. 

_ After one year with the Giants, 
Hornsby was traded to the Boston 
Braves and before the 1928 season 
ended he was appointed manager, 
succeeding Jack Slattery. The fol- 
lowing winter he was traded to the 
Chicago Cubs for a reported price 
of $200,000 and five players, and af- 
ter serving in the ranks through 
1929 and part of 1930 he was ap- 
pointed manager of the Cubs to 
succeed Joe McCarthy. 

Hornsby rebuilt the Cubs and in 
1932 had the team in a contending 
position, but on Aug. 2 of that year 
he was deposed by President Bill 
Veeck of the Chicago club and with 
Charley Grimm as manager, the 
Cubs went on to win the 1932 
pennant. 

When the Cubs met to divide 
their world series money, they ig- 
nored Hornsby and their action un- 
doubtedly had much to do with 
helping the Rajah beat back to 
the baseball spotlight and a mea- 
sure of his former popularity. 

Persons who had felt that there 
must be something wrong with a 
man who was kicked out by the 
Cardinals, Giants, Braves and 
Cubs, sympathized with Hornsby 
when the Cubs voted him out of the 
world series shares and the pendu- 
lum of popular opinion, weighted 
with sympathy, swung back to 
Hornsby’s favor. 

Branch Rickey, Hornsby’s enemy 
in 1926—in Hornsby’s opinion — 
had become Rogers’ best friend. 
Rickey talked to Sam Breadon and 
convinced him that the Cardinals 
owed something to the man whose 
baseball skill had done much to 
enable Breadon and Rickey to 
build up the now powerful Cardinal 
organization, a man whose fortune 
had been depleted by the market 
crash and other unwise invest- 
ments. 

Hornsby was signed as a player, 

taken back into the Cardinal ranks, 
and the world was told that he was

living costs. 

“When all forces of the adminis- 
tration are being exerted to in- 
crease purchasing power and em- 
ployers are being urged to in- 
crease wages, there appears to be 
inconsistency in such reductions of 
the earnings of the postal em- 
ployes.”

“We must realize that many in- 
dustries never will return to the 
full time schedule,” says Kohn. 
“That leaves the factory worker 
hanging on in the city for the few 
months of work he can get and liv- 
ing the rest of the time on charity. 
“On the other hand we have 
many small farmers unable to make 
a living on their land. 
“Those unbalanced pictures can 
and will be thrown together to 
bring about the lost balance. The 
plan is practical. It is already 
working in several American com- 
munities.

There will be cities that are in- 
dustrially sound and can support 
their workers. There slum clear- 
ance will be feasible. 
will be done by non-profit organi- 
zations under the best civic guid- 
ance we can find. But we will not 
erase the $4-a-month shack for bet- 
ter housing if we are to do it for 
people who cannot hope to pay the 
low rent. 

“Both plans will work toward de- 
centralization of industry—a fac- 
tor which interests the administra- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, July 26—An es- 
timate that between 5,000,000 and 
6,000,000 workers would be re-em- 
ployed before Labor day was made 


last night by Hugh S. Johnson, the 
administrator of the National Re- 
covery Act. 

“Nothing will even hamper the 
Rresident’s program,” Johnson said 
in a radio address. “The power of 
this people once aroused and united 
in a fixed purpose is the most irre- 
sistible force in the world. 

“Unity and powerful purpose are 
not frequent in a democracy. They 
are possible only when two essen- 
tials are present—an elemental hu- 
man aspiration and a leadership 
toward which it can turn.” 

Johnson said the response to 
President Roosevelt's address pre- 
sented “a cross section of employ- 
ers, great and small, so thorough 
as of itself to insure success.” 

T of Address. | 

The text of Johnson's address fol- 
lows: 

“Nothing can stop the President's 
re-employment program. 

“Including the great corporations 
which have already submitted codes 
or are about to submit them, the 
bulk of all our industry had 
already joined to put over the prin- 
ciples of Franklin Roosevelt’s plan, 
even before his ringing call last 
night. 

“Among the greatest corporations 
in the whole world are: United 
States Steel, General Electric Co., 
the Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea 
Co., the Standard Oil Cos. All these 
have taken the lead. 

“Mr. Henry Ford has given his 
personal assurances of support. In- 
deed, he has been a pioneer leader 
in the doctrine of higher wages 
for many years. 

“The presidents of Standard Oil 
of New Jersey, General Motors, In- 
ternational Harvester, Bethlehem 
Steel, American Telephone and 
Telegraph Co. and Chrysler Motor 
Co. have been advisers and sup- 
porters here even long before the 
law was passed. 

Wide Acceptance of Pian. 

“There is neither space nor time 
to catalogue the long list of lead- 
ing companies further than to say 
that practically the whole of the 
iron and steel, textile, automobile, 
bituminous coal, lumber, garment, 
shipbuilding and petroleum indus- 
tries and more than 200 smaller in- 
dustries had already submitted 
agreements or codes or have given 
assurances of doing so. 

“That practically means a larger 
majority of the leading companies 
on the Stock Exchange list plus a 
host of smaller companies, in whose 
hands the President said last night 
the success of the wholé plan rests. 

“Of course, nobody -will ever tell 
the story of this great movement 
without mention of the leading 
men of the cotton textile industry 
who, without waiting to find out 
from the leadership of others 
whether it is better to be patriotic 
and brave than timid and futile, 
led the way to the emancipation 
of their workers from the dread 
of unemployment and’to the abo- 
lition of child labor in this—a vic- 
tory of peace—which caused the 
President to say iast night that 


Telegrams. 

“Before the echoes of the Presi- 
dent’s voice had died away last 
night telephone bells began ring- 
ing clear across this continent. 
Then came such a deluge of tele- 
grams of approval and agreement 
as taxed the facilities of the great- 
est communication system in the 
world—thousands upon thousands. 

“They are still pouring in, and 
they present a cross section of em- 
ployers, great and small, so thor- 
ough as of itself to insure suc- 
cess. 

“It is the most inspiring thing 
that has happened in this country 
since the war—the men and women 
of a great nation, who for more 
than four years have been stunned 
and helpless under one of the worst 
blights that ever plagued a people, 
suddenly stirring to one man’s 
voice, and rising together like a 
vast army from a dismal bivouac 
at a clear bugle call at daybreak. 

“Nothing will even hamper the 


lated plan of offense and defense 
against depression. 

“Washington’s strategy leading to 
Saratoga and Yorktown; Lincoln’s 
grand plan ending at New Orleans, 


Vicksburg, Appomattox and 
Charleston, and Wilson's idea of 
industrial mobilization, selective ser- 
vice, and European unity of com- 
mand were vital to the country in 
its three great trials. 

“But peace also has ‘its crisis, 
and the simple, reasoned, balanced 
and practical strategy and action 
that were , laid before the country 
last night came at an hour of trial 
as great, and were as important to 
our people and as vital and effec- 
tive as any of the great strategic 
concepts of our wars. 

“This country understands all 
this. It approves all this. It is at 
last aroused. The President’s re- 
covery drive is on its way. It is an 
irresistible march. The unemployed 
are already going back to work, 
and Labor day has been set as the 
great objective. 

A good many questions are being 
asked about details. Every one of 
them will be answered in a few 
days. We are trying to accumulate 
a batch big enough to give us a 
better idea of your actual problems 
and then, as rapidly and as often 
as they seem necessary, we shall 
issue bulletins clearing them up. 

“At least 90 per cent of our in- 
quiries clearly come from the fact 
that the inquirer has not carefully 
read the three bulletins of this ad- 
ministration and the President’s 
agreement. 

“That raises another tendency 
that ought again to be emphasized 
because there is danger of its be- 
coming a new kind of racket. No- 
body needs any special fixer to get 
anything from the President’s re- 
covery administration. To hire such 
aman is to throw your money 
away. 

“This administration is not going 
to ‘go red tape.’ It is not going 
to set wp any complicated pro- 
cedure. Any man can get a hear- 
ing and can say what he has to 
say, in his own words, in his own 
way, and if he does that he will get 
what everybody else gets—a square 
deal—no less and no more. On that 
kind of a.plan nobody needs a 
fixer to get anything. 

“Sign on Dotted Lines.” 

“The real answer to all questions 
is this—you will receive in the mail, 
about July 27, an envelope with 
two pieces of paper and an ad- 
dressed envelope in it. One piece 
of paper is the President’s agree- 
ment. Sign that on the dotted 
lines and fill out the information 
called for. Put it in the addressed 
envelope and mail it. Then put it 
into effect at once. 

“On Aug. 1 sign the other piece 
of paper which says that you have 
carried out your agreement. Turn 
it in to your postoffice. Then you 
will be given the blue eagle of N. I. 
R. A. on a poster or window sticker. 
Take this to your store or shop and 
display it prominently. 

“If you need more posters or 
stickers you can get them later 
from a dealer. If you want to use 
this symbol on your goods or auto- 
mobiles or trucks or anywhere else 
in connection with your business, 
you are authorized to do so. But 
do not do this either now or later 
if you have not signed the agree- 
ment or do not have it in effect. It 
can only result in conflict with the 
President's request and may cause 
you serious trouble. 

“What does all this mean? [ft 
means that if you employ any fac- 
tory or mechanical worker or ar- 
tisan you will not pay him less than 
40 cents an hour or work him more 
than 35 hours a week, except that 
if you were paying less than 
cents for that kind of work on July 
15 you can pay that rate now, but 
not less than 30 cents an hour. 

“As to all other employes—those 
on a weekly rate—you will pay not 
less than $15 a week if you live in 
a city of over 500,000 inhabitants, 
of $14.50 a week in cities of between 
250,000 and 500,000 inhabitants, or 
$14 in cities of between 250,000 and 
2500, and $12 in cities of less than 
2500, and you agree not to work this 
class of employes more than 40 
hours a week. 

“As to employes who now get a 
higher wage, you should not reduce 
their wages because you reduce

$4,095,000 PARK 
PLAN PROPOSED AT 
LAKE: OF OZARKS 


Union Electric Land Co. 
Submits Draft Prepared 
for It to Missouri Relief 
Commission. 


A set of recommendations for 
State parks and parkways in the 
vicinity of the Lake of the Ozarks 
and leading to the lake country 
from St. Louis and Kansas City has 
been presented to the Public Works 
Committee of the Missouri Relief 


and Reconstruction Commission. 

They were prepared for the 
Union Electric Land & Develop- 
ment Co., owner of much of the 
land in the vicinity of the lake and 
a subsidiary of Union Electric 
Light & Power Co., which built the 
power dam thkac rormed the lake. 
Harland Bartholomew & Associ- 
ates of St. Louis, aided by Hare & 
Hare of Kansas City, drew up the 
program, 

The estimated inifial cost is $4,- 
095,000, including $1,000,000 for de- 
velopment of three proposed State 
parks, $1,747,000 for construction of 
scenic parkways around the lake 
and $1,350,000 for four bridges over 
arms of the lake. No estimate is 
made for the acquisition of land, as 
the engineers’ report says: “It is 
assumed the Union Electric Land & 
Development Co. would be willing 
to co-operate with the State in set- 
ting aside areas for State parks 
and for shore acquisition and pro- 
tection.” The report also assumes 
that most of the rights-of-way for 
the parkways would be donated. 
Estimates are not made for the 
suggested parked roads to St. Louis 
and Kansas City. : 

The program was prepared as a 
result of the recent Federal public 
works act, under which Missouri 
hopes to obtain grants of money. 
It was turned over to the Gover- 
nor’s committee without comment 
by the land company. The com- 
mittee has included in its tenta- 
tive schedule of first preference 
items $2,000,000 for developing the 
Lake of the Ozarks region. Bar- 
tholomew has suggested that this 
money might be obtained from the 
new $12,000,000 Federal road allow- 
ance for Missouri, plus another 
grant of about $600,000 under an- 
other section of the act. The ques- 
tion of funds for-the parks remains 
to be discussed, but it has been 
suggested that they could be raised 
by bond issue. Advocates of public 
works think that a general State 
bond issue might be made to take 
advantage of the new Federal law. 

Egan Discusses Plan. 

Louis H. Egan, president of the 
power and land companies, was 
asked whether Union Electric -was 
willing to donate the lands involved. 
“This is all embryonic,” he said. 
“We have no commitment to make 
yet. We have no ulterior motive. 
If the land company ever gets out 
the money it put in, in acquiring 
the land ‘in connection with the 
dam, I think it will be lucky. The 
land company is a wholly owned 
subsidiary holding the excess land.” 

Egan declared Union Electric was 
desirous of having a high-class, at- 
tractive development of the region. 

“There is grave danger in un- 
controlled development of private 
lands,” says the engineers’ report, 
adding that there had been some 
creditable development “but much 
that is bad.” It describes the scen- 
ic and recreational opportunities in 
this countryside suitable for the ul- 
timate establishment of a national 
boring states.

BRITAIN REFUSES GERMANY’S

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FUROPEAN COMMENT 
ON ROOSEVELT SPEECH 


Most London Papers Praise His 
Course, Although Expressing 
Occasional Doubt. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 26. — President 


Roosévelt’s speech to the American 


nation Monday night stirred wide- 
spread interest here and was much 
discussed in political and private 
circles and in the press. 

The attitude of London papers 
was one of admiration for the 
President’s action and of hearty 
Godspeed for its success, with nev- 
ertheless a doubt interpolated here 
and there. Emphasis was laid on 
Roosevelt’s qualities of leadership 
and personal popularity as furnish- 
ing one of the chief grounds for 
justifying hopes of success. 

The Times said: 

“Much more is at stake than the 
immediate well-being of the Ameri- 
can people in a world of nations 
which must live, if they are to live 
prosperously, by the law of inter- 
dependence. Failure of the Ameri- 
can experiment would amount to a 
universal disaster. Its progress 
should be watched with deep and 
friendly interest and its success 
should be devoutly desired every- 
where.” 

“Unprecedented Proposition.” 

The Daily Telegraph said: “The 
scheme is too hasty an improvisa- 
tion to be capable in itself alone 
of turning an unsound balance of 
supply and demand into a sound 
one. It is an immense and unprece- 
dented proposition that every em- 
ployer work to a uniform code of 
hours and wages. ... That is not 
to say it must prove unworkable. 
It is earnestly to be hoped that it 
will not prove #0.” 

Papers so far apart politically as 
the Conservative Morning Post and 
the Labor Social Daily Herald con- 
curred in making a denunciatory 
contrast of the policy of the Brit- 
ish Government with that of the 
American. 

The Post said: “Whatever we 
think of the program, the Presi- 
dent is certainly approaching the

A Public Works Plan for Missouri. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, “Missouri and Recov- 

ery,” is most timely. It is astonish- 
ing how slow we are to act upon mat- 
ters involving large questions of pub- 
lic policy even in emergencies, such as 
that of today. 

In the present case, there can be very 
little difference of opinion. A large pub- 
lic works program appears to be the 
principal means of pushing the stalled 
business and unemployment situation 
off dead center. The national Govern- 
ment is making a determined effort. It 
cannot carry the whole load, however. 
State and local co-operation are equal- 
ly necessary. 

While it may seem impossible to ex- 
pect our citizens to vote for bond is- 
sues in these times, they will do so if the 
need is clearly shown. 

It is unfortunate that we have had 
no State planning agency which might 
have completed and published a com- 
prehensive State-wide plan for (1) con- 
servation of natural resources, (2) clas- 
sification and more effective utilization 
of land area, and (3) a well integrated 
and co-ordinated program of public 
works. The State Survey Commission’s 
report of 1930, as you suggest, consti- 
tutes a beginning in this direction. The 
Public Works Committee recently ap- 
pointed by Gov. Park has made a use- 
ful report. If the offices of numerous 
State officials and departments is much 
valuable material. 

What Missouri needs now is an im- 
mediate assembly of all useful available 


' information, synthetic analysis thereof, 


followed by preparation of a co-ordinat- 
ed program of action and widespread 
publication. If this is all wisely done, 
the people of Missouri will respond. If 
short cuts are sought or poor compro- 
mises attempted, the effort will fail. 
As you suggest, “the necessary ma- 
chinery” should be set in motion now. 
We can spend the next four months 
either in futile debate leading nowhere 
or in constructive action which will help 
to lead us out of the present dilemma. 
We can best help ourselves by some such 
action.

Roosevelt’s Monetary Policy. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE term “sound money” comes to us 

from the long use of hard money 
that made a “sound,” and is understood 
in all advanced countries to mean gold, 
or money exchangeable for gold. As in 
the case of a “sound” bank which carries 
only a fraction of its assets in cash, so 
do “gold standard” nations need to carry 
but a portion of théir actual gold repre- 
sented by their currency in order to keep 
their money “sound,” exchangeable for 
gold, and therefore of gold value. But 
confidence in a nation’s integrity and sta- 
bility is essential before it can maintain 
a “sound” currency. 

Fears of money tinkering were there- 
fore quieted during the last campaign 
when Mr. Roosevelt promised “sound” 
money. Howevg, shortly after the elec- 
tion, inflation propaganda again made its 
appearance and the President-elect was 
asked for a statement. The public was 
becoming uneasy over the money ques- 
tion; the situation was growing critical. 

Those who understood banking psy- 


chology felt, at the time, that a bold, un-. 


qualified statement from the President- 
elect against currency tinkering would 
save our gold standard, but that nothing 
else could avert an internal as well as an 
external run on our gold reserve, accom- 
panied, of course, by a general run on 
our banks for currency. 

The President-elect made no such state- 
ment. He seemed reluctant about mak- 
ing any statement; but when pressed 
with the question finally murmured in a 
quiet aside that “the less said, about in- 
flation the better.” Thus did Mr. Roose- 
velt meet his first opportunity in our fis- 
cal crisis; a time when open, vigorous 
and friendly co-operation with President 
Hoover would have undoubtedly saved us 
from abandoning the gold standard, and 
perhaps saved us from our banking col- 
lapse as well, or at least greatly reduced 
its severity. — 

Since election, the Roosevelt fiscal poli- 
cies have appeared to vary with the sea- 
sons. Autumn—“sound money”; winter— 
mildly against inflation; spring—strong 
for inflation; summer—elastic dollar 
scheme. This, of course, cannot go on. 
The framers of our Constitution did all 
they could to protect our money and 
property from control by éxecutive or 
‘bureaucratic whims, and it is doubtful if 
our courts will stand on their heads in 
order to encourage such methods,

dwindle while first this receivership and then that 
one has run its sorry course. — 

But if investors have suffered heavy losses through 
reorganizations, it is precious few of them who know 
just what has brought their losses to pass. In the 
preface to his new book, “The Investor Pays,” Max 
Lowenthal, a graduate of the Law School of Harvard 
University, describes their plight: 

A great many investors are at this moment 
involved in losses through the failure of concerns 
in whose securities they have put their money. 
Some of their companies are being put through 
reorganization. For most investore, this is a 
process too technical and intricate to understand. 
They know that before the receivership they had 
an engraved certificate, either a bond or a share 
of stock. After reo ization, in place of their 
original certificate, get a different piece of 
paper. They know that, whereas they used to get 
an assured return on their investment, after reor- 
ganization they often get no income at all, or a 
precarious one, or a security which they are soon- 
er or later forced to sell at a sacrifice. But how 
this comes about, what goes on during receiver- 
ship, how a‘reorganization is arranged, whether 
they get all they are entitled to get—these things 
are Greek to most investors. 

Investors—and everyone with a savings account 
or a life insurance policy is an investor—who want 
to prepare themselves for the congressional investi- 
gation into receiverships could not do better than 
to follow Mr. Lowenthal down the winding paths 
that lead to and through the reorganization of a great 
business and financial enterprise. Mr. Lowenthal 
confines himself to one case, but it is the biggest of 
them all—that of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad, a case whose history is thoroughly docu- 
mented with court and governmental records. 

First chartered during the Civil War, the St. Paul 

line became one of the great railroad systems of the 
country. In 1925 its properties touched one-quarter 
of the states in the Union and comprised a network 
of 11,000 miles. This was in the post-war inflation, 
during the “Coolidge prosperity,” four years before 
the stock market crash. Yet the evil days had al- 
ready come for the St. Paul line. It. was in that year 
that it went in the hands of receivers and the mar- 
ket value of its securities stood reduced some $455,- 
000,000 from the figure of 1909. 
Step by step Mr. Lowenthal shows how this was 
brought about. He begins with the owners and di- 
rectors of the railroad. He discusses the obvious 
mistakes which led to heavy debts and he shows how 
unwise expansion drained the revenues ‘of divisions 
which paid their way. He reveals how the railroad 
operators commingled their duties with the work of 
the bankers, and vice versa. We learn that among 
the most active advisers of the St. Paul were men 
who were not even members of the board of direc- 
tors. We find out how a receivership Judge is se- 
lected—in the case of the St. Paul, Federal Judge 
Wilkerson of Chicago; how the attorneys plan the 
friendly suit; how it is brought, and the part the 
bankrupt corporation plays. Then come reorganiza- 
tio with the “development of the assets,” fees, the 
contrast between the power of the bankers and the 
weakness of the security holders, solicitation, court 
approval of the plan and the consequent deflation of 
the market value of the securities. 

What was done in the case of the St. Paul line has 
been done on a smaller scale in hundreds and hun- 
dreds of other instances. There is virtually no form 
of enterprise into which the receivership business, 
for it is just that, has not entered. Mr. Lowenthal, 
who has seen corporate reorganizations from the in- 
side, performs a public service in presenting so chal- 
lenging a study to the people and their government. 
He tells: the former what they need to know; he in- 
dicates a field of guardianship for the latter.

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NOTE ON A MURDER TRIAL. 
At Jonesboro, Ill., five men are being tried for the 
murder of Laverne Miller, 14-year-old daughter of a 
member of the United Mine Workers, Vernon Miller, 
whose home.at Du Quoin was fired upon last April 
6, presumably by members of the rival union, the

So that the Laverne- Miller tragedy is the out- 
growth. of the utterly indefensible practice in the IIIi- 
nois mine conflict area of clothing one faction with 
legal authority to suppress the other. Under such cir- 
cumstances, the law becomes a tyrannous partisan, 
and reprisal a logical conSequence. 
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WOMAN’S CENTURY OF PROGRESS. 

It is only appropriate that the program for Chi- 
cago’s Century of Progress Exposition should include 
an International Congress of Women. A hundred 
years ago, as we noted recently in an editorial on 
the centennial of Oberlin College, there were no high- 
er educational facilities for young women. The wom- 
an of 1833 had only one outlet, and that was her 
home. Today, women not only enjoy equal educa- 
tional opportunities, but rival men in leading emi- 
nently useful lives in government, education, business, 
science, aviation and virtually every other field af 
human activity. 3 
The Chicago meeting, held in the city where Jane 
Addams opened Hull House more than 40 years ago, 
was notable for the striking fashion in which it made 
clear the fact that women are coming into their own 
in all parts of the world. Sharing notice with Sec- 
retary of Labor Frances Perkins, our first woman 
Cabinet member; and Miss Margaret Bondfield, who 
formerly held the corresponding post in the British 
Government, were Selma Ekrem of Turkey, Baroness 
Shidzue Ishimoto of Japan, Lily Kelly of Argentina, 
Marianne Beth of Austria, Dr. Mathilakshmi Reddi of 
India, Mrs. W. H. Hill of Ireland. 

Interests were as varied as the nations represented. 
Miss Alice Kandaleft, head of a girls’ norma) school in 
Bagdad, was there to protest the French policy in 
Syria. Cecilia Hasselstrom of Finland made the sug: 
xestion that her country’s debt to the United States 
be used as the Boxer indemnity payments to further, 
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education, Miss Winnifred Kydd, Canadian delegate 
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to the disarmament conference, urged women to 
greater interest in the guarantees of world peace. 
Mme. Marcelle Kraemer-Bach of France told of the 
part of women in the development of international 
law. Mrs. Virgil Loeb of St. Louis presided over one 
of the sections of the congress. 

The historian of the future will have many things 
to record in his account of the century reaching from 
1833 to the present, but outstanding among them will 
be the rise of the new woman. An international gath- 
ering of women such as that just held in Chicago

which is certain to bring it to his attention. 
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WILL MISSOURI DO HER PART? 

At the Governors’ conference in California, which 
is being attended by Gov. Park, a resolution was 
unanimously passed promising President Roosevelt 
“whole-hearted and active support” of the national re- 
covery program. Gov. McNutt of Indiana pointed out 
that delay means “an unemployment condition this 
winter as severe, if not worse, than last winter.” 

As we explained fully last Sunday, the role of state 
governments in the recovery program must be to 
institute public works on a large scale. Such a step 
is essential for the success of the Federal public 
works plan, under which $3,300,000,000 has been ap- 
propriated. While this sum is a large one, it is not 
enough to pull the country out of the depression, as 
the Government recognized by the device of offering 
to states and other governmental units outright 
grants of 30 per cent of the cost of labor and materi- 
als in approved projects, subject to state and local 
expenditures of 70 per cent. 

While the Federal Government has been moving 
with dazzling speed, the state governments, Missouri 
included, have been caught flat-footed. The job of 
recovery cannot be done by Washington alone. It 
must be supplemented by action at every state capital 
and in every city hall. The City of St. Louis was 
quick to recognize this, and our delegation to Wash- 
ington with a $42,000,000 program was one of the 
first to make application. 

Gov. Park has done nothing except to appoint a 
a public works committee. If the State is not to lag 
behind in the great emergency before us, the Gover- 
nor shall have to come out immediately with a bond 
issue proposal of $100,000,000 or more and a program 
for its expenditure. In this connection, we call his 
attention to the interesting letter of Harland Barthol- 
omew, engineer for the City Plan Commission, pub- 
lished in another column on this page. 

Aside from all other considerations, we wish to re- 
peat that if Missouri does not act to receive the 30 
per cent outright grant, its people will be taxed for 
public works in other states. Do we want to help 
pay for parks in California, water works in Georgia 
and sewers in Oskaloosa, and get nothing for our- 
selves? We will be doing just that in income taxes, 
excise taxes and other imposts unless Missouri earns 
the right to hang up the sign: “We Do Our Part.” 
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A LECTURE FOR THE NAZIS. 

Sherwood Eddy, noted American religious worker 
and writer, gave a fine exhibition of courageous candor 
at Berlin the other day, when he dared to voice public 
criticism of the Nazi regime and its tactics. While 
commending the movement for the hope and unity it 
had aroused in Germany, he condemned in the strong- 
est terms its denial of social, economic and religious 
liberty, its repression and its teaching of hate. Speak- 
ing at a reception given by the Carl Schurz Society 
in his honor, Mr. Eddy, citing Emerson’s statement 
that “a friend is one who is sincere,” said: “Frankly, 
[am uneasy about your development; first, your in- 
ternal economic situation; second, about Germany’s 
international relations.” 

It took courage to say these things in a land where 
criticism, from either domestic or foreign sources, is 
officially taboo, and usually is punished. The Brown 
Shirts present, says a report of the meeting, were 
silent in anger, while other Germans in the audience 
gave enthusiastic applause. Mr. Eddy: undoubtedly 
voiced the opinions privately held by many German 
citizens, who just now find silence more discreet than 
expression. His lecture was in no unfriendly, spirit, 
but carried advice that true friends of the German 
people will hope to see put in effect. 
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| WHO GOT THEM OUT? 

Now that the five Americans, held in jail on the 
island of Mallorca for nearly seven weeks after a 
fight with the police, have been freed on bail, the 
New York Evening Post, in a leading editorial, asks, 
“Why?” It then answers its rhetorical question: 
“Primarily because Theodore A. Ediger, Madrid cor- 
respondent for the Evening Post, discovered their 
condition and made it known to the world.” 

The Chicago Tribune, in a leading editorial on the 
same incident, says: “The release of the five Amer- 
icans from a Mallorca jail is the result of the dis- 
patches of the Tribune correspondent, Jay Allen, and 
the Tribune editorials demanding appropriate action 
by our Government.” 

The power of the press is indeed great, as our 
two contemporaries point out: However, while the 
journal founded by Alexander Hamilton and the 
“Worid’s Greatest Newspaper” are contending over 
which should receive credit for getting the prisoners 
out, they should not overlook another figure in the 
incident. That is Ambassador Claude G. Bowers (not 
mentioned by name in either editorial), who spent 
days going the rounds of Government offices in 
Madrid, arguing with the War Minister, diplomatical- 
ly persuading the Premier, until the prisoners were 
released. May we be permitted one small cheer for 
Mr. Bowers? | 
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, MAYOR DICKMANN’S PATRONAGE POLICY. 

In a complete statement of the city hall job situa- 
tion, Mayor Dickmann reveals that he has received 
52,000 applications for jobs, or more than 10 times the 
number of jobs available. One can well believe that 
the pressure on the Mayor has been well-nigh unbear- 
able. On the other hand, the avalanche of applica- 
tions illustrates the distress of this community, where 
upwards of 100,000 are unemployed and one family 
in every 10 has been receiving public relief. 

The Mayor’s policy has been to supplant Republi- 
cans with Democrats, and that is still being done, but 
in such @ manner as not to cripple the munic- 
ipal services, Far from deserving the criticism 
‘which has been heaped upon him by members of his 
own party, the Mayor has earned praise for consci- 
entious distribution of patronage. His critics would 
have had him turn out all city workers overnight, an 
act which would have paralyzed the administration of 
municipal affairs.

F been the beginning, those who have

struction. When the idea of a quick re- 
vival has been in the ascendent, attention 
has been centered upon employing more men 
by reducing the hours of those who are em- 
ployed and upon increasing payrolls by rais- 
ing minimum wages. When the idea of per- 
manent reconstruction has been in the as- 
cendent, the emphasis has been upon elimi- 
nating the wastes of competition by a co- 
operative organization of industry under a 
new body of industrial law. 

In the first stages of the discussion last 
spring, the idea of quick revival through a 
blanket limitation of hours and a basic 
minimum wage predominated. But the dis- 
cussion showed that it would be difficult to 
apply such general rules to the almost in- 
finite variety of industrial conditions, and 
that the project really required an amount 
of sacrifice from employers that many of 
them could not or would not make. So at- 
tention was turned to the idea of legalizing 
organized action among employers. 

In effect, employers were persuaded to 
approve the idea of shorter hours and higher 
wages in return for a suspension of many 
features of the anti-trust laws. The Recov- 
ery Act, as it was finally approved, was a 
kind of treaty in which the promise of bet- 
ter working conditions was set off against 
the promise that the Government would 
henceforth approve a much higher degree of 


combination among employers. 
* s 


* 

Once the act was passed, the work of or- 
ganizing and codifying began. The assump- 
tion was that a better organized industry, 
which by code had eliminated wasteful com- 
petitive costs, would be'able to pay higher 
wages for shorter hours. This assumption 
has not been abandoned. But the experience 
of the past 30 days has shown, as the Presi- 
dent put it, that “it takes a good deal of or- 
ganizing and a great many hearings and 
many months to get these codes perfected 
and signed.” It could not have been other- 
wise. The formulation of a new body of in- 
dustrial law cannot be done in a few weeks. 

The discovery that it could not be done 
made it impossible to give employers those 
advantages of combination quickly enough 
to induce them, for economic reasons alone, 
to shorten hours and raise wages. 


That this is the meaning of the campaign 
now under way is evident enough from the 
character of the campaign itself. Were it 
believed that the blanket code would be en-

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Thus, on June 16, Mr. Roosevelt said that

These two observations go to the heart 
of the project which the administration has 
launched, and it is safe to say that the cru- 
cial section of the blanket code, the most 
difficult to operate and yet the most essen- 
tial part of it, is Section 9, which limits the 
increase of prices. The whole scheme de- 
pends upon the willingness and ability of 
employers to increase their costs at the ex- 
pense of profits and reserves rather than 
by raising prices. Because they are asked 
to do a thing which is contrary to the estab- 
lished habits of business conducted for prof- 
it, it is necessary to appeal to their patriot- 
ism, to their higher emotions and also to 
their fear of a boycott and other forms of 
public pressure. 

No human mind can, I should suppose, 
estimate the practical effects of a campaign 
of this sort. But clearly, it will be easier 
to bring in the large corporate employers 
than the small employers in the smaller 
towns. The President recognized this in his 
radio address by pointing out that “the great 
basic industries have come forward willing- 
ly ...and... accept the principles lead- 
ing to mass re-employment,” but to the 
smaller employers, the President knew that 
he still had to make his case.

Sales Tax on Necessaries. 

The Farm Act, of which the pol- 
icy is to raise farm prices by pay- 
ing the farmers a Government 
subsidy to-get them to reduce their 
output, came in for the most se- 
vere criticism. 

“The subsidy,” Prof. Wilcox said, 
“ts to be financed by the most in- 
equitable form of taxation know? 
to man—a sales tax on the con- 
sumption of necessaries. Its dis- 
tribution creates serious probjems 
of administration. It will be diffi- 
cult to check on the farmer’s for- 
mer output and his present output. 
It will be alrnost impossible to in- 
sure that he is not using the acres 
which he is renting to the Gov- 
ernment. 

“Payment of the subsidy, more- 
over, creates possibilities of graft 
which may make the pension scan- 
dals of the past look like the pro- 
ceedings of a Sunday school con- 
vention.”

“Never since the war has such 
intensive effort been expended in 
our great industries to speed this 
movement. 

“Leaders of labor and industry 
have been working 14, 16 and 18 
hours a day—not for a day or two 
—but week after week—to carry 
out the President’s high purpose. 

“Men have fallen over exhausted 
and more than one has died. 

“Having daily been part of this 
extreme effort at co-operation and 
compromise, at the President’s be- 
hest, it is hard to be patient with 
these few cases of blind, unreason- 
ing dogma or even outright rack- 
eteering. 

“In the press of this great effort 
at re-employment, it is easy to 
overlook the larger purposes of this 
act. , 

“We now have a clean-cut proce- 
dure for each purpose. Immediate 
re-employment ‘is covered by the 
presidential agreements which 
every body—individually—who is not 
already under an approved code—is 
expected to sign at once. 

“The other is the procedure un- 
der codes of fair competition which 
have all now been called for by 
September 1, 1933. That is a mat- 
ter for trade associations and the 
machinery for hearing these codes 
is working fast. It will not be 
interfered with by the process of 
agreements. 

“The industrial self-government 
for which all industry is eager is 
under the code procedure. 

“Eager as he is to complete his 
re-employment program, the Presi- 
dent has never for a moment lost 
his keen interest in the long-range 
part cf his plan. 

“Indeed, that is an essential tenet 
of a doctrine that is peculiarly his 
own which he regards as one of 
the greatest possibilities of his gen- 
eral plan for permanent betterment. 

“The whole subject is covered by 
N. R. A. Bulletin No. 3, and there 
is no time to talk about it further 
here, + Get that bulletin.

IN HEART OF SAN SAN FRANCISCO 


virtually in the heart of the city. 
Fifty to 100 men already have been 
working for nearly a year cutting 
away the jungle-like undergrowth 
of ferns and brush and cutting 
down the thick-growing trees. ; 
So dense had become the forest 
covering 600 acres of land in the 
midst of one of San Francisco’s 
best residential neighborhoods that 
it required a forester a half day to 
cut his way across a quarter of a 
mile of it. The greater part of the 
territory was completely inaccessi- 
bie. 

Thousands of cords of eucalyptus 
wood having a market value of $8 
a cord have been distributed to the 
needy. The timbering operations 
are based at a typical lumber-jack’s 
camp on the edge of the forest and 
the heavy timber is shot down the 
mountain side in long wooden 
chutes.’ 

In the work to date two human 
skeletons have been found. Numer- 
ous small wild aznimels were en- 
countered. 

The forest was planted 35 years 
ago by one of the city’s prominent 
citizens. Although the large plot 
could have been subdivided at a 
considerable profit, the owner de- 
clined to have an acre of it 
touched by the ax. At his death 
his heirs consented to the use of 
the area as a park. .

FAIRLAWN, N. J. July 26.— 
About 2000 employes of the Textile 
Dyeing & Printing Co. of America 
went on strike today, in protest 
against alleged pay reductions due 
to proposed adjustments necessitat- 
ed by the silk code.

A. Haberlin, superintendent and 
vice-president of the company, said 
that it was not the intention of the 
textile plant to reduce salaries. The 
minimum, he said, would not be re- 
duced to $18 prescibed by the code, 
but would be well above it.

arily. In that happy event, we 
probably have a game in that major 
suit, and certainly should contract 
for game in it. With any other re- 
sponse, one must try to sign off at 
the lowest contract in the minor 
suit. Another factor to consider is 
whether the minor suit itself will 
provide two entries into dummy for 
the partner in case he wants to 
play the hand in three no trumps. 
Naturally, if the bidding goes—one 
diamond, two diamonds, three no 
trumps, you do not wish to upset 
that bid, however much you may 
dislike it. Your partner has made 
* slam try over a minimum re- 
sponse. You wish, therefore, to let 
him piay for game, but preferably 
for nine tricks rather than eleven. 
If your diamonds are 7, 6, 4, 3, 2, 
that suit is likely to be blocked un- 
less your partner actually holds the 
5 spot; give him 5 to the A K Q 9 
8, and he will lose no diamond 
trick; but he also will be unable to 
get into dummy. There is no “no- 
trump angle” whatever to your 


hand, and I would, therefore, be 


inclined to pass instead of raising 
the diamond bid.

you should, I think, raise the dia- 
mond bid; now you have two re- 
entries in diamonds if your partner 
decides to play in three no trumps 
(whether reached by a jump take 


out on his part, or gradually despite 


your faithful sign-offs in the form 
of rebidding diamonds). Moreover, 
you are now likely to have to bid 
defensively against a major suit 
bidding development by your op- 
ponents, especially if your partner 
is not able to rebid persistently in 
terms of no trumps, so that it is 
important that your partner should 
know that you have a fit in dia- 
monds in case he must take a sacri- 
fice to save game. These are very 
delicate nuances; you can hardly 
call them part of a system. Fore- 
sighted motives for raising or 
passing on hairline decisions will 
develop with partnership practice 
and mutual confidence. 

With Five Trumps and a Void. 

With five trumps and a void you 
™must always give your partner a 
chance. However, if the bidding 
gets to three no trumps, and you 
have no face card likely to provide 
an entry, I think youshould again 
take into account the probability of 
your five-card holding in the suit 
originally named being blocked. 
With five to the seven or eight, I 
would prefer my partner to play the 
hand in five of the minor suit, as 
he will not get into dummy for 
finesse or end-play purposes unless 
that suit is trumps. With five to 
the 10 or 9 8, I would léok to that 
suit to provide at least one entry, 
and pass three no trumps. If my 
partner bids so confidently to three 
no trumps, I would credit him with 
at least three sure tricks outside the 
five diamond tricks, and a finesse 
for the ninth trick, plus the prob- 
ability of the opening lead present- 
ing him with a trick or saving him 
a hard guess. 

A Tournament Angle. 

In deciding between three no 
trumps and five in a minor suit, re- 
member that in match-point scor- 
ing the new. schedule no longer 
favors the no-trump declaration as 
it formerly did. Three odd in no 
trumps now counts 100 instead of 
105; whereaas five in a minor re- 
mains unchanged at 100 points. 
Thus the minor suit game contract

tentiary terms to 20 kidnapers.”
